Conference on gaming in Brussels. 

It is not an event to miss so make 
Sure you are professionally 
represented by your national trade 
association on that day. 

Invitations to interested parties will 
be sent out by the EC at the 
beginning of December. 

DGIll is headed by Mr. H. Schmitt 
von Sydow but the front man of the 
department who is working on the 
gaming sector on a day to day basis 
is Mr. Jonathan Stoodley who is 
organising the Conference. 

After the Conference a permanent 
position on gaming will be prepared 
to put before Mr. Martin 
Bangemann, Commissioner in 
charge of the internal market. 

We're all by now bored stiff with 
the much-maligned Coopers and 
Lybrand gaming study 
commissioned by the EC in a bid to 
present a picture of gaming as it 
stands today. But the December 
Conference has been organised as 
a direct result of the release of that 
report and the subsequent 
representations made to the EC by 
virtually all sectors of gaming. 

Our own Euromat President, Willy 
Michiels, along with the President of 
the French delegation, Yves-Joel 
Mony and Euromat secretary Karen 
Piens, met with the EC on October

25 to discuss the possibility of 
harmonisation of gaming laws. They 
came away believing that the 
chances of harmonisation were 
remote but were not so naive as to 
believe it was impossible. 

The Conference will take the 
shape of an open debate 
incorporating a series of hearings by 
all sectors of gaming, i.e. 
coin-operated gaming machines, 
casinos, bingo, lotteries, horse 
racing, tote, etc. 

And the EC will assume the role of 
investigator, probing the minds of 
the European gaming fraternity to try 
to understand how it operates, to 
assess its needs and to listen to its 
views before making a decision on 
how European gaming could be 
integrated. 

National coin machine laws could 
well be retained, particularly in the 
short term, as the biggest changes 
are likely to affect sectors of the 
industry where there is heavy 
cross-border activity, such as with 
lotteries in particular or with casinos 
where the subject of foreign 
ownership could become an issue. 
But we are informed that 
harmonisation on some aspects of 
coin machine operation is not out of 
the question. 

The bottom line is that there is no 
room for complacency. Anyone with 
a stake in any aspect of gaming 
must be represented in Brussels in 
order to get the best deal possible 
before any formal decisions are 
taken by the EC. 

Of prime importance to the EC are 
those rules which govern market 
interest and the freedom of

movement between people in 
member states to operate without 
bias under the conditions of the 
Treaty of Rome. (The four principles 
of the EC are free circulation of 
goods, services, capital and people). 
Consumer protection, public health, 
public policy and public security are 
prime targets for debate. 

DGIIl would also be prepared to 
hear complaints from Community 
business people who do not fee! 
they are getting a fair deal in their 
own country or in other member 
States. The EC may intervene in 
cases where discrimination could be 
proved. 

There is little doubt that the EC is 
pushing for a fast decision on the 
future handling of gaming, 
particularly since it discovered what 
a lucrative ($53bn. turnover) 
stronghold it is. 

We may complain bitterly that the 
EC is about to rush legislation 
through with indecent haste, 
possibly to the detriment of the 
industry. We could well be right. But, 
whatever we believe, it’s important 
to be in Brussels to strike the best 
deal possible. 

As Jonathan’ Stoodley 
commented to EuroSlot. “If they 
attend the Conference they can’t 
argue later that they didn’t have the 
Opportunity to put their views 
forward.” 

It could be now or never, so let’s 
make it now. 

And, on a lighter note, after you’ve 
staked your claim in Brussels, 
please switch off for a week or two to 
enjoy a very Happy Christmas and a 
peaceful New Year!

Bad news 
for 92 


SPANISH payout machine 
operators are looking forward to 
1992 with some trepidation. Local 
taxes on machines were 20,000 
pesetas per machine per year 
(approximately US$200) on 
machines in single sites (street 
locations) up to now. All of that 
changes in the new year. From 
January 1 the system changes 
and there will be a tax on both the 
operator of the machine and on 
the premises where it is 
operated. 

It may range from 15,000 
pesetas ($150) up to 30,000 
pesetas ($300) on each side and 
in theory, therefore, could 
amount to 60,000 pesetas ($600) 
in all. The amount of tax depends 
upon individual municipalities or 
local authorities and they have 
the right to establish the tax from 
a minimum of 15,000 pesetas to 
a maximum of 30,000 for both 
machines and locations each 
year. 

All of this comes against a 
background in which operators 
have had to pay a backdated tax 
bill for 1990 which most of them 
have just completed paying in 
retrospect. By the time the new 
local taxes come in, there will be 
220,000 AWP machines in 
operation in single sites, arcades 
and bingo halls. The law will 
permit the operation of two 


machines for each single site in: 


all 23 provinces of Spain, 
operated under the control of the 
national Gaming Board. Jackpots 
have been reduced from 12,500 
pesetas ($150) to 7,500 pesetas 
($80) although it has not been 
applied everywhere, with 
Cataluna, Pais Vasco, Andalucia 
and the Canary Islands still 
operating on the old figures.

Going all out for darts 


GERMANY’S Nova Apparate of Hamburg is making a determined 
effort to re-introduce electronic darts game to Norway.

Karaoke’s 
bright 
future 


IN the first research undertaken 
of the UK karaoke market, 
Pioneer High Fidelity (GB) Ltd. 
has confirmed that karaoke holds 
the key for the licensed trade to 
capitalise on continued growth 
and success of the sector. 

Pioneer’s research was 
undertaken in two stages. The 
first was of the overall market 
place, including both non-users 
and users of karaoke; and the 
second, of current owners of the 
Pioneer LaserKaraok System. 

The karaoke market in the UK 
is still relatively young, with 68 
per cent of all current users 
having run karaoke for less than 
six months. Due to its relatively 
recent arrival, the UK market’s 
huge potential is currently being 
under exploited with only 20 per 
cent of potential licensed trade 
sites reaping the benefits of 
karaoke. 

The research revealed that of 
all karaoke users (whether hiring 
or owning), pubs hold the highest 
percentage of the total market. 
Actual ownership in pubs/hotels 


bars, currently accounts for 49 
per cent of Pioneer sales. 

The majority of users within the 
total market hire units. Of lapsed 
karaoke users—most of whom 
hired in equipment—the majority 
only tried karaoke once or twice 
before discarding it. 

According to Pioneer, 84 per 
cent of LaserKaraoke owners 
have experienced a significant 
increase in bar sales, 81 per cent 
an improved atmosphere and 75 
per cent an increase in their 
visitor figures; this is in 
comparison to total market 
figures of 73 per cent, 72 per cent 
and 63 per cent respectively.

Gambling © 
study 
released 


VAN, the Dutch coin machine 
organisation, has taken part in 
the Vakgroep Planning 
Organisatie en Beleid at the 
Rijksuniversiteit in Utrecht, 
commissioning a study on 
compulsive gambling. The study 
has made a close examination of 
what turns a player for fun into a 
compulsive gambler. The study 
has been edited into a brochure 
entitled Beat the Box, setting out 
in clear terms the aims and 
results of the study and 
recommendations. 

In the study a total of 143 
people were interviewed in 
gaming halls, snack bars and 
cafes. Finally 53 people were 
identified as problem players and 
90 as recreational players. The 
ratio was not taken as 
representative of the ratio of 
leisure players to compulsive 
gamblers and it is considered an 
Over estimate. In _ their 
conclusions the researchers 
estimated that there are around 
10,000 compulsive gamblers in 
Holland. 

They concluded that the 
conversion from recreational to 
compulsive gamblers was an 
unconscious process. 

The player profile shows that 
80 per cent are younger than 30, 
mostly male and with a 
predominance of low or average 
level of education. Over half earn 
up to 1,500 guilders each month 
($800] and most become 
acquainted with slot machines at 
an early age either in a snack bar 
or canteen. Eighty per cent 
played at least once a week, one 
in five played every day. 

The recommendations fell 
within the framework of the 
self-governing policy of VAN, but 
the report asks for information to 
be available for players to read 
about the risks in gaming. VAN 
has pointed out that it has always 
recommended the use of folders 
and stickers to its members.

TWO British companies, PCP Micro Products and Associated Leisure 
Sales, have joined forces to supply converted machines to eastern 
Europe, beginning with a new model for Czechoslovakia. 


PCP is a specialist conversion house, designing new games to use 
on second hand machines while AL Sales is one of the UK’s top 
distributors which has considerable experience on the export market. 


The Czech machine has been the subject of an initial order of 400 
units and negotiations are taking place for the supply of a minimum of 
1,000 more annually. Four models, including Coast to Coast have 
been ordered with another three in development. 


Independently of the Czech order, PCP has received a direct inquiry 
from Hungary which AL will also progress. The first game for the 
Hungarian market has been prepared and is now going through the 
necessary test procedures for that country. 


The games have been geared to the payouts permitted in 
Czechoslovakia and Hungary (300-1 and 200-1 respectively) but 
include language and currency adaptations with input for the Czech 
market on one crown (three cents US) per play and acceptors taking 
one, two, five and ten crown pieces, Paying out in one and five crown 
pieces. In Hungary play costs 20 forints (25 cents US) and acceptors 
are geared to 10 and 20 forint pieces paying out in 20s. 


The two companies have established a training programme for 
Overseas operators and distributors to back their equipment.

Newly defined gaming 


laws 


THE New Zealand government has recently redefined its gaming laws 
to outlaw all types of “grey” area gaming on all sites except licensed 
premises and areas with restricted access to minors. 

Over a period of many years thousands of AWPs had been exported 
from the UK but now street locations cannot operate gaming or AWP 
machines. Additionally, video games earnings are at an all time low in 
both single sites (bars, cafes) and arcade locations. 

However as the general economic recession which has hit New 
Zealand bottoms out there is expected to be an upturn in business but 
improvement is likely to be slow with many smaller operators leaving 


the business. 


US/JAPAN 


Bowlingo update 


CAPCOM, which markets Bowlingo in the US and Japan, is set to 
build up to 3,000 lanes across Japan and the US over the next 12 
months, according to Bowlingo’s leading distributor, Henry Grant of 


Belgium. 


So far the UK has been the game’s biggest market with over 100 
lanes marketed by Reg Morosoli of UK distributors DMD over the past 
12 months but now Japan and the US look set to take the lead. 

In addition 60 lanes have been installed in Mexico City with a further 
60 ordered. Six lanes have been built in South Africa and interest has 
been shown in Turkey, Portugal, Switzerland and Sweden. 

Bowlingo is a mini ten-pin bowling game which has become a sport 
in its own right in arcades. Said Mr. Grant: “Bowlingo represents a 
major investment for arcade owners, distributors or operators but with 
each installation the outlay has been recouped within 12 months.”

Taj Mahal 
sets new 
standards 


THE glittering new Taj Mahal 
amusement complex is the latest 
in the chain of Fair Play centres 
opened in Holland by 
Janshen-Hahnraths. The new 
one is in the company’s home 
town of Kerkrade. The centre has 
an eastern theme, inspired by the 
casinos of Las Vegas and 
Atlantic City. 

The 100-machine centre also 
offers bowling, snooker, 
electronic darts, table football, 
pool and a mini-golf putting 
machine as well as a video 
screen wall. The centre covers 
1,200 square metfes and in the 
words of Mr. Chris Hahnraths: 
“Nowhere in Holland is there a 
place to compare with it in our 
industry, perhaps nowhere in 
Europe—it stands alone.” 

On the centre’s opening night 
several hundred people gathered 
for the occasion to be addressed 
by John Janshen who told the 
local burgemeister: 
“Unfortunately in other parts of 
Our Country we are still faced with 
councillors who think that 
amusement centres should be 
stopped or kept as small and 
remote as possible. Kerkrade has 
rather a different view of things.” 

By the company’s request, the 
normal Dutch custom of sending 
an abundance of flowers to the 
opening was replaced by 
donations to the Medics Without 
Frontiers organisation and a 
representative of it received a 
donation of 34,000 guilders (over 
US$17,000) on the evening. Most 
of the money will be used in 
Cambodia.

Machine 
crimes 
Statistics 


ACCORDING to figures just 
released by the Japanese police, 
the number of crimes related to 
abuse of coin machine 
regulations appears to have 
dropped in 1990, but the 
Statistics are being questioned in 
the Japanese trade. 


The police “White Paper 91” 
as it is called, relates to police 
enforcement and its section on 
crimes relating to gaming video 
machines and poker games 
shows a decline in criminal 
activity between 1989 and 1990. 


The number of arrests peaked 
in 1981-83 and then reduced 
before the New Fuei Act of 1986 
put amusement arcades and 
illegal gaming parlours in the 
Same category. This has led to 
increases between 1986 and 
1988 which in the trade has 
fuelled criticism of the Act which 
was supposed to prevent that 
kind of criminal activity. 


The widespread incidence of 
illegal casinos in Japan and the 
apparent failure of the police to 
clamp down on them, is 
deplored by the amusement 
industry. 


It is felt that, although many of 
the amusement operators 
dissociate themselves from 
gaming machine operators, the 
fact that the former also operate 
“medal game”, gaming machines 
paying out only replayable 
tokens, may be leading to 
confusion and forcing the police 
to the conclusion that the two 
sectors are one. 


According to police statistics, 
the number of “game centres” 
(amusement arcades and 
gaming clubs) decreased 
between 1986 and 1990 from 
45,549 to 39,533, including both 
licensed and_ unlicensed 
operations. Arrests totalled 677 
in 1990. 


The report also highlights the 

famous Pachinko parlours of 
Japan, which are authorised by 
the police to exchange the play 
balls or medal tokens for prizes 
but not for cash. 
At the end of 1990 there were 
3,233,000 Pachinko machines 
and 672,00 Pachinko-type slot 
machines (Pachi-slot) and 
103,000 other gaming machines 
operated at 16,704 locations.

NSM will have intense 
competition, particularly from 
fellow-German manufacturer 
Deutsche Wurlitzer, now with a 
new juke box model of its own to 
chase the US market and from 
Rowe, which claims to be the 
largest in the US. NSM does not 
contest the claim and Mr. 
Schulze said: “We have some 
very worthy American 
competitors, Rowe foremost.

machines every year to the 
industry and runs an important 
trade show, due to be held in 
Maastricht in 1992. 


He said: “The sector has 
recently been confronted with a 
shrinking market as a result of the 
restrictive regulations, the sale of 
a number of ancillary businesses 
and the presence on the same 
market of a number of slot 
machines from outside VAN 
membership.” He did not expect 
improvements in this situation in 
the near future. He added: “A 
trend is gradually emerging 
towards a broader range of 
amusement towards which we 
must fight by every legal means.” 


Mr. Gauselmann, in his 
address, referred to the 
experiences of his group in 
Germany dealing with gambling 
and addiction. He pointed out that 
there are still differences of 
meaning between terms such as 
“gaming misuse”, “compulsive 
gambling” and other “medical” 
compulsions. In Germany much 
scientific research is being 
brought into the coin machine 
area, particularly by the Max 
Planck Institute, the results of 
which could be useful for 
discussions in Holland.

Mr. Fitzgerald was also 
told that the views of the industry would shortly be sought and then 
conclusions reached. 

The above endorses what |.A.T.A. has been telling its members and 
the trade generally for the past few months. We are grateful to Mr. 
Fitzgerald for raising the matter and thank him for showing an interest 
in our business. 

| have been involved directly over the past number of months with 
this issue including meeting a representative of the EC Commission 
for discussions on the matter. | cannot emphasise strongly enough the 
urgency with which a case should be prepared by the coin-operated 
machine industry for presentation to the Commission. | am well aware 
that this is easier said than done taking into consideration the mass of 
different legislation throughout the EC and the difficulty in getting a 
verified approach from the various trade associations and other 
interested parties. Many trade associations will be reluctant to risk 
what they currently have for the unknown and as a result may not be 
too keen to enter readily into discussions with the Commission. My 
personal view is that regardless of what the industry decides to do, 
recommendations will emerge from the EC with or without us. 
Therefore it would be foolish to think that in standing back we can 
achieve anything. 

The casino sector seems to be streets ahead of all other interests in 
their approach to this situation. They have organised themselves into 
a strong lobby group and have already had talks with representatives 
of the Commission. We can be sure that in the not too distant future 
other groups such as lotteries and bookmakers will lose no time 
getting in on the act to protect their own interests. 

| must admit to feeling a little frustrated at the apparent slow reaction 
from the coin-operated machine sector in all this.

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OF all of the .former eastern bloc 
countries, Czechoslovakia has 
emerged as that which is best 
capable of sustaining an organised 
and relatively profitable coin 
machine industry in the short-term. 
The conclusion is universally held 
among those western businessmen 
from the automatics sector who 
have travelled extensively 
throughout the “new” and emerging 
eastern European countries. 

Yet will Czechoslovakia be able to 
handle the undivided attention of the 
western coin machine 
entrepreneurs, notwithstanding the 
opportunists who regrettably people 
our ranks as well? Therein lies the 
danger. An immediate conclusion is 
that unrestrained expansionism from 
those in the business intent on 
short-term profits and to hell with the 
consequences, will lead inevitably to 
the closure of the country to the 
business. It has happened before 
and may well happen again, 
hopefully not in Czechoslovakia.

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What is regarded as the most 
promising of all coin machine 


markets in the former eastern bloc, 
Czechoslovakia still has a long way 


to go to fulfill the aspirations 
western businessmen hold for it. 


The CSFR is a federal republic 
with 15.5 million people, broken 
down into the Czech Republic of 
Bohemia and Moravia and the 
Slovak Republic. There are 3.5 
million Slovaks and 10.5 million 
Czechs who co-exist with 700,000 
Hungarians and 800,000 mixed 
minorities from Russia, Germany, 
Poland and the Ukraine. 

The twin republics have their own 
administration and it is here that the 
bureaucracy which curses progress 
in Czechoslovakia actually begins. 

At the federal level no fewer than 
12 ministries have been established 
yet within the Czech Republic there 
are another 15 ministries and a 
further 17 in the Slovak. 

In industrial terms, the northern 
areas of Bohemia and Moravia have 


the tradition, while in the service 
sector the entire country is 
underdeveloped and the process of 
updating this area was only begun 
following the release of the country 
from its previous political affiliations 
in November 1989. 

The first coin machines appeared 
in cafés and bars in January 1990 
and the inevitable flood of 
equipment from the previously 
mentioned unscrupulous 
opportunists forced the government 
to take early action, with a draft law 
to regulate the use of gambling 
machines. 

This came into effect on January 1 
this year and limited stakes to 2 
Koruna with a maximum win of 200 
Koruna in the Slovak Republic and a 
maximum win of 300 Koruna in the 
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A casino/arcade in Brno. 


Czech Republic. The local 
administration has the right to 
authorise the use of gaming 
machines at each location and 
collects a tax of 20,000 Koruna each 
year. With 100 Koruna having a 
value of US$3 at present, stakes 
and prizes stand at about six cents 
and $6 with the local tax $600 per 


year. 
Effectively, this would place 
gambling machines in 


Czechoslovakia on a similar footing 
to gambling machines in other 
European countries, where the play 
appeal of the machines—their ability 
to tempt people into gambling 
addiction, as others might put it 
more emotively—are limited by the 
amounts one can stake and the 
prize which may be won. 

Other regulations, such as double 
bookkeeping by mechanical metres 
and electronically registered 
displays of cash in and cash out, 
were also introduced. And the 
payouts must range between 60 per 
cent and 80 per cent. 

The machines actually used in 
Czechoslovakia have multi-coin 
entries accepting Ko1, Ko2, Kod, 
and more recently Ko10 coins or 
credits which may be added up by 
use of a key switch. Payouts may 
be collected immediately in coins 
delivered by a hopper or wins can 
be accumulated or further plays 
allowed, or a later payout can be

made through a “clear credit” button 
or keyswitch. 

This freedom of choice regarding 
the manner in which the machines 
were permitted to work within the 
frame of the legal limits immediately 
attracted manufacturers in other 
countries and a flood of used 
machines, suitably altered, have 
appeared from the Netherlands, 
Germany, Great Britain, Spain and 
Austria, all competing for a market of 
approximately 30,000 machines. 

And there is a testing system for 
each individual machine which goes 
into the market to ensure its 
compliance with the stakes and 
prizes limits. The testing authority 
also requires the supply of a game 
description in Czech or Slovak and a 
schematic of the power supply. The 
tests are carried out by the National 
Electrotechnik-Testinstitut in Prague 
by application from the operator. 
They are very thorough tests and the 
attitude of the testing authority is 
helpful and sympathetic to the many 
small operators who are attempting 
to find their way in a new market with 
new equipment brought in from the 
west. 

One down-side of the new 
Czechoslovakian legislation is that 
the early abuses of the market led to 
the wording of the new laws 
including the German “age of 
machine” limitation under which 


after a set period the machine must 


be removed and destroyed; in the 
case of Germany it is four years. In 
Czechoslovakia the time element is 
five years, which means that anyone 
buying second-hand machines must 
take care to evaluate the cost 
against the remaining life of the 
machine. And licences for new 
machines are valid for only five 
years. 

In the event, the opening up of the 
new Czech market has been a 
victory for the Dutch. Distributors 
and operators from Holland were 
into the Czech market early and 
established themselves as_ highly 
successful initiators of much of the 
Czech business. 

They were assisted by the 
Netherlands Gambling Machine 
Test Institute which influenced many 
of the procedures in the new Czech 
organisation which tested machines. 
Now Dutch companies have a large 
share of the Czech market. It has to 
be said, however, that Dutch 
regulations in a former Communist 
state are not always in harmony with 
the character of the market but, for 
the Dutch, the incentive was to 
establish a strong position in that 
market and the endeavour 
succeeded. 

Where problems have arisen is in 
control. Effective control is almost 
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Mr. L. Fekete (above) is 
typical of new operators in 
Czechoslovakia. He began 
operating in January of this 
year and in his own words “| 
learned my first lesson very 
quickly: it does not pay to buy 
cheap machines.” 

He said: “Il bought as my 
first equipment wall-mounted 
gambling machines but the 
profit yield was very low, 
hardly enough to pay the 
bank its interest on the 
setting-up costs. Then when | 
saw how many people played 
video gambling machines | 
bought some, regardless of 
the fact that they were more 
expensive.” 

Mr. Fekete, who comes 
from Slovakia, has no 
illusions about what is 
needed in Czechoslovakia in 
order that the coin machine 


industry should be able to 


expand without dangers. “As 
long as the authorities keep 
to halfway sensible 
regulations there should he a 
future for the business. But | 
do expect changes to our 
laws and these may prove 
costly to operators as many 
local officials and regulators 
neglect our needs.” 

Mr. Fekete’s’ evident 
pessimism may be 
misplaced. Czechoslovakia 
undoubtedly has some 
problems, such as 
unemployment—something 
unheard of under the 
communist regime—which is 
currently hitting eight per cent 
in Slovakia and four per cent 
in the Czech Republic. 
Incomes are also down, 
around 30% lower than on 
January 1, this year, so 
private spending is low and 
does not’ encourage 
investment. On the other 
hand the private sector 
quadrupled its productivity 
this year, the currency is 
Stable, inflation is at around 
zero, and official and black 
market exchange rates are 
nearly identical. 
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non-existent because there is 
neither the personnel nor the 
administrative framework to support 
complex regulations. There is also 
the simple lack of understanding 
that, after 40 years of Communist 
suppression, the people may have 
emerged with a totally different 
concept of what freedom and 
capitalism can mean, from the ideas 
held by those in the west with a long 
tradition and exposure to freedom. 


The Communists misused 
regulations and control in order to 
maintain power. Practical and 
judicial means to defend the 
individual against misuse of power 
are simply not there. The judicial 
processes are there in theory but, 
after 40 years of misuse, they do not 
work. Therefore tight laws and 
regulations already successful in the 
west have been simply imposed. But 
what might be efficient in Holland 
might sometimes prove disastrous in 
anew and emerging democracy. 


One frustrated Czech operator 
said: “They must have an awful lot 
of criminals operating machines in 
the Netherlands if they need laws 
and regulations like these.” The 
opinion reflects a lack of experience 
in the security and protection a 
good gambling law can provide if 
there is the right background. 


Meanwhile, the licensing of a 
machine on site has not been 
possible since May 14 of this year. 
Since then each machine must have 
a “type certificate” and, if an 
operator cannot provide the required 
electrical and other information and 
the source code from the producer 
of the machine, he cannot use it. 
The majority of smalltime operators 
are unable to provide the necessary

paperwork and have to try to buy 
type-approved machines from the 
large companies at high prices, or 
leave the business. Some of the 
large producers, who had _ their 
machines approved after six or nine 
months, do not sell the games at all. 


The difficulty is that once 
excessive bureaucracy is in place, it 
develops a rapid growth cycle of its 
own and since August machines 
have to be regularly checked by tax 
Officials. This means that meters and 
the bookkeeping will be recorded 
and the machines sealed to stop any 
manipulation. Any service work 
involving the opening of a door 
necessitates the calling of a tax 
Official first so that the seals can be 
removed. 


So Czechoslovakia is a case of 
fascinating chaos, mainly caused by 
the fact that most officials dealing 
with machines have never seen 
them before and have not the 
slightest idea how they work. Their 
countrymen who operate them tend 
to be extremely innovative and have 
a long experience of how to avoid 
suppressive regulations. 


Meanwhile the test institutes are 
in place in Prague and also in 
Piestany in Slovakia, where the 
engineers are very professional and 
helpful but also thorough and 
overworked.

gambling machines, there is total 
freedom of operation to work with 
other types of amusement 
machines. The difficulty is that 
everyone is well aware of the fact 
that a gaming machine will out-take 
a “pure” amusement several-fold. 
That means that in these early years 
of “growing pains”, few Czech 
Operators are prepared to 
countenance video games or other 
coin-operated amusements which 
do not pay out.

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ALMOST two years on from the 
“velvet revolution” which toppled 
Czechoslovakia’s communist 
government, the umbrella Civic 
Forum movement under President 
Vaclav Havel has begun to 
fragment. However, the danger of 
the present wave of Czech/Slovak 
nationalism degenerating into 
violent disintegration seems remote. 

Nevertheless, as the economy is 
in the throes of an ambitious reform 
programme to move towards a 
market based system, economic 
austerity does not help matters. 

The economy is now in deep 
recession, with output in the first half 
of this year 16.5 per cent lower than 
the same period last year. The 
building sector has been especially 
hard hit, as has light industry, 
especially textiles. Rapid staff 
turnover at managerial level and 
years of low investment have not 
helped, but the combination of 
financial problems and _ stock 
build-ups (in response to a fall in 
demand due to higher prices after 
controls were lifted) has been the 
principal depressant. 

Growth had tended to be slow but 
steady through the 1980s, but in 
1990 GDP shrank by over 3 per cent 
and in 1991 a further 15 per cent fall

is expected. A turnaround is 
expected in 1992, however, and 
activity should pick up through the 
year. Nevertheless, growth is 
unlikely to be more than mildly 
positive at best. 

The main danger is that inflation 
will take off. Some price controls 
were lifted last year, when inflation 
averaged 10.0 per cent. Most of the 
deregulation was in January and by 
July prices had risen by 49.5 per 
cent. 

Subsidies on electricity prices due 
to be lifted in October will push up 
inflation further, though there are 
signs that food prices are now 
stabilising and thus the average 
inflation rate for the whole year may 
fall back and be closer to 40 per cent 
than the 60 per cent initially 
projected. Further moderation, to 
some 10 per cent or so, is probable 
for next year. 

Reflecting its strong industrial 
tradition and its conservative policy 
stance, externally the Czech 
economy is in better shape than 
many of its neighbours. However, 
last year both exports and imports 


fell substantially, largely as a result 
of the degeneration of the CMEA 
(which previously accounted for 60 
per cent of total trade) and to the fall 
in Czech domestic demand. 

With tourist outflows higher 
following the lifting of travel 
restrictions, invisibles have also 
slipped into deficit, pushing the 
current account ints the red also, by 
$1,137m. last year, equivalent to 5.7 
per cent of GDP. This is expected to 
persist in 1991 and even 1992, as 
trade liberalisation continues to 
facilitate increased imports, while 
exports remain fragile pending 
efficiency improvements. 

In the longer term, a pick up in 
export demand as world trade 
growth reverts to trend should help 
exports, and help turn the current 
account around. 

The outlook is made much 
brighter by the relatively low debt 
levels and the prospect that the 
conservative policy stance will be 
maintained. In the meantime, the 
transition will not be 
easy.—Christine Shields, 
Economist, Royal Bank of Scotland.

Holland: Robert van Enkhuijzen 


HIS excellent English gets Robert K. M. van Enkhuijzen around the world’s coin 
machine companies and exhibitions with great ease in his job as sales director 
of Suzo International (NL) BV, but his sense of humour and easy manner 
probably assists him still more in his tasks. The popular principal of the big 
Dutch spare parts company, heads up the sales side of a business widely 
recognised as the largest supplier of spares for coin machines in the world. 
There are three branches, at Rotterdam, the headquarters, at Aachen and Suzo 
UK in London. Twelve years in the industry, Robert’s interests outside it are 
skiing and fishing, plus his family, his wife and two children, notwithstanding the 
third child due in January. Suzo was founded in 1953 by Leo J. Suverein a Juke 
box operator who went to the US and visited the Rock-Ola and Seeberg 
factories and brought back spare parts to sell to his compatriots. In 1970, sons 
Cor Suverein and Leo Junior took over the reins of the business from their 
father and more recently Cor’s son Patrick, Robert’s cousin, became managing 
director. Two years ago the company was sold to UK company Corton Beach 
which ran into trouble last year and the family bought the company back. It has 
many exclusive lines, including Kortek monitors, Coin Controls, Armatic, Fort 
Locks, VCH and innumerable parts including some it makes itself notably the 
hoppers and joysticks. 


Germany: 
Ullrich D. Schulze 


ONE of the most aggressive young businessmen in the 
coin machine business today is Ulli Schulze, of NSM 
Aktiengesellschaft in Germany. He has been with NSM 
since 1972, coming from a family background in the 
company as his father founded the group. Ulli is President 
of the company and Chairman of the board. He has been 
in the industry since 1949, in fact, and has a succession of 
associated companies under his general charge including 
Lowen Automaten, Gerhard W. Schulze GmbH, Léwen 
Play GmbH, NSM America Inc., NSM UK Ltd., Tic Tac 
Toe Ltd., and NSM/Léwen Gal. The group has some 
famous names to its product lines including the Rotamint 
German wall-mounted payout machines, NSM juke 
boxes, video cabinets, sporting games including the 
Valley darts line, and pool tables, snooker tables and table 
soccer. He has seen the rise, fall and rise again of video 
and pinball and this country unified into one Germany, 
perhaps the two most outstanding highlights of his 


professional life. The highlights of his personal life, apart 
from his family, includes “my first encounter with a Red 
Angus bull in Scotland.”

He joined the business in 1968, forming this 
company two years later. It has become the exclusive importer and distributor 
of many international makes, including Atari Games, Williams and Bally pin 
tables, Nova equipment, including darts and other games brought into Europe 
by the German company, Rock-Ola juke boxes and Harting vending machines. 
There are few people more experienced in the Norwegian trade than Tor, who 
headed the Norwegian trade association, the Norsk Automatbransjeforening 
(NOAF) between 1980 and 1990 and steering the association through some of 
its roughest periods until it was able to take its place within the ranks of 
Euromat. He has always been a keen supporter of Norway’s own little trade 
exhibition and extolls the virtues of good driving games as the steadiest and 
most popular types of games with the players. His outside interests include 
boating, fishing, alpine sports and golf.

EUROMAT is to move fast to respond to an EC 
initiative on coin-operated games of chance. The 
European federation of trade associations from 12 
countries took the decision at its general assembly in 
Rome on October 18. 

But it came after some bitter recriminations against 
the British for allegedly setting up “privileged links” with 
the EC’s DG3 department which is looking at gambling, 
an accusation the British stoutly resisted. 


President Willy Michiels of Belgium was processing a 
Presidium recommendation from its September 
meeting in Marbella, Spain, that each country should 
submit to Euromat its observations on the recent 
Coopers and Lybrand gaming study commissioned by 
DG3, when the British questioned the time-scale. Mr. 
Michiels said that the individual reports would be 
looked at in London in February at the next Presidium 
meeting. 

Britain pointed out that this may be too late. Britain 
understood that DG3 required comments from 
countries and individual organisations by November 15 
and a press release indicated that a meeting with 
interested parties would take place just before 
Christmas. “At that meeting DG3 will outline its 
recommendations for legislation in the betting and 
gaming sector.” 

President Michiels said that he had a meeting set up 
with DG3 for October 23 and that, in the meantime, 
every country should get its observations to Euromat as 
quickly as possible. 

The French delegation commented: “We are 
Surprised to learn that the British have privileged links 
with the EC officials. This press release was not 
published in France. It is unpleasant that we have 
relations between Euromat and the EC and also 
between the EC and one country.” 

President Michiels agreed with the sentiment. 
“According to my information Great Britain took up a 
direct line with Brussels.” 

Spain: “This is one of the problems with Euromat: we 
are not taking the initiative and therefore every country 
is entitled to do what it has to do to look after its own 
interests. If we had a proper budget to set up a 
secretariat, this kind of information would come to us 
directly.” 

Britain defended its action, maintaining that it did not 
control the EC’s press releases and pointed out that 
DG3 had invited comments from any _ individual 
organisation whether a trade association or commercial 
enterprise. “We are not in any kind of privileged 
position, but we took advantage of a system open to 
everyone, including other associations here.” 

Northern Ireland and the Irish Republic both 
supported the British stance, the latter country pointing 
out that if Euromat did not move quickly to respond by 
November 15 it would “miss the boat.” Spain called for 
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Industry politics 


submissions on the Coopers and Lybrand report by 
October 30, that any information reaching individual 
countries should be passed on to Euromat immediately 
and that a team of Euromat officials should be ready to 
prepare reports immediately. 

The issue was forced by a British move at the last 
moment. Its delegation circulated a paper of 
recommendations from Euromat to DG3 on basic 
requirements in harmonised laws on coin-operated 
games of chance. It requested that the paper is 
forwarded as an official Euromat response. 

The submission requested three basic concepts: that 
gaming boards should be set up in each country; that 
member states with AWP-style machines should be 
allowed to keep them and to absorb any positive 
benefits from harmonisation; and that member states 
without AWP machines should be permitted to develop 
a composite view if they wish to move into that market 
place. 

Specifically, the gaming boards would control 
manufacturing and operating of coin-operated games of 
chance and all other forms of betting and gaming with 
the help of an inspectorate. 

A clear and legal definition of “coin-operated games 
of chance” should be established and clearly-defined 
laws imposed on the types of machines permissible, 
the stakes, prizes and odds and the premises on which 
they may be located. 

Operators should be registered and premises 
licensed for a minimum period with machinery for 
appeal to a higher authority against refusal to grant or 
renew a licence. Also that codes of practice should be 
established. 

Both Germany and Holland asked for more time to 
study the document but made it clear that they were 
fully aware of the time scales involved and would react 
within days.

Cash

HOLLAND was the only dissenter in Euromat’s bid to 
build up the cash resources to establish permanent 
headquarters and a secretariat in Brussels. 

The Dutch approved of the principle but felt that 
some of the items in the Euromat budget were 
unnecessary and therefore the level of subscriptions 
imposed were too high. The irony was that the Euromat 
Treasurer is Dirk Lindenbergh of Holland, who was 
presenting a budget compiled by the Presidium. 

The budget for 1991 and for 1992 were similar 
amounts, he said. The present system of three joint 
secretaries, currently also working for their own trade 
associations in Britain, Belgium and Germany, would be 
continued for the moment, but the budgeting included 
provision for an EC consultant, a clerk and offices in 
Brussels and equipment. 

Mr. Lindenbergh: “We are moving towards a more 
active organisation which implies more work and higher 
costs with more frequent meetings.” He outlined 
expenditure totalling 120,000 Ecu (US$140,000). To 
pay for it, the organisation would have to raise 
subscriptions according to a new schedule prepared by 
the Presidium. There would be a basic payment of 700 
Ecu (US$800) and then 350 Ecu per vote (every 
country has more than one vote depending upon its 
size and whether it has coin-operated games of 
chance). Those countries with coin-operated games of 
chance would have to pay a higher rate of 2,000 Ecu 
for each vote. 

Holland questioned the validity of the budgeting— 
and therefore the level of subscriptions—stating that 
with 1991 already mostly over, the budget levels were 
inappropriate. The consensus of the discussion was that 
savings made from the 1991 budget should be carried 
forward as a reserve. Holland appeared to disagree with 
this. 

Denmark commented: “We are a small organisation. 
Including this meeting the cost to our organisation of 
attending Euromat meetings represents 21 per cent of 
our total income. We have a feeling that there are some 
countries which would be ready to pay more. We 
should not be quarrelling between ourselves over the 
amounts we pay. Denmark will pay it because we think 
Euromat is very important.” 

After some further discussion, the budget for 1991 
and 1992 and the new level of subscriptions was 
approved by all member countries with the exception of 
Holland.

The 
theme caught on four years ago 
when whole families of new 
redemption games were hatched, 
all adhering to the principle of 
fairground style fun games but with 
the added sophistication of coin- 
mechanism and a ticket dispenser. 
New varieties of the theme were 
adopted and the American market 
was swamped with sports games, 
particularly basketball along with 
shooters, roll-balls and a plethora of 
fairground-style fun machines. 
Redemption looked set to enjoy a 
rosy future not only in the US but 
also in the wider international coin- 
op forum. In the US however too 
many people jumping on the 
bandwagon ensured that few 
fortunes were made and 
internationally we’re still waiting. 
Redemption in the US however 
provided a boost to the industry in 
the shape of family redemption 
arcades opening up, with New 
Jersey, Florida, Texas, Illinois and 
parts of California being key areas. 
There are currently around 25,000 
redemption pieces on_ site 
throughout the US and the number 
is increasing. This excludes the 
vast number of cranes on the 
market (to be featured in a future 
issue of EuroSlot). 
Mark Kane, Vice 


President/general manager of 
redemption game manufacturers 
Vari-Tech of Grandville, Michigan, 
US and Bill Seibert of major US 
distributors Betson, told EuroSlot 
that redemption is still increasing in 
popularity in the US. The rise in the 
first couple of years since its 
inception was meteoric but whereas 
the increase is now more gradual, 
redemption has not yet reached a 
plateau. Said Mr. Kane: 
“Redemption was adopted four 
years ago when we took an 
amusement park concept and 
brought it to the arcade. 
Redemption arcades have been 
created where there are no heavy 
entrance fees but simply games 
which provide value-for-money 
entertainment for all the family. 
“Redemption games are popular 
in family locations which include 
restaurants, hotels and shopping 
malls, areas attached to petrol 
stations and bowling alleys. 
However, as with pool and 
electronic darts, marketing is the 
key to successful redemption 
operation. Choice of merchandise 
and promotion of the machines are 
vital to their success. Redemption 
cannot be pushed in the corner of 
an arcade in between a row of 
videos and a few pinballs and be 
expected to attract the right

clientele. It will not succeed with 
lazy operation but, according to the 
US industry, by continuously 
working at it, can become extremely 
successful. 

Joseph Migueles, export 
manager of Imperial International, 
New Jersey, US, a sister company 
of Betson, both of which are 
subsidiaries of H. Betti Industries 
Inc., believes that redemption 
succeeds where people are looking 
for good value family entertainment. 
“Redemption has taken off 
substantially in Argentina,” he told 
EuroSlot. “Because the people are 
always looking for something which 
provides family fun. The 
Argentinians see video as too 
repetitive and are continuously on 
the look-out for something different. 
Some arcades out there are all 
redemption family arcades built to a 
very high standard. We have put 
out up to 75 pieces in one arcade. 
We have found that they are very 
keen to use_ sophisticated 
equipment and will go any distance 
to buy this.” 

There are currently around 
15,000 redemption pieces in 
Argentina, many of which are in the 
capital Buenos Aires, with the 
business having’ increased 
dramatically over the past two 
years. Said Mr. Migueles: “We are 
providing family entertainment 
which is seen as a Substitute for a 
visit to the cinema. However the 
cost of actually getting machines 
into Argentina can be phenomenal 
with freight and duties something 
doubling the cost of the equipment.” 

Another South American country 


currently ripe for redemption is 
Columbia which has just taken its 
first few hundred pieces. Brazil and 
Uruguay are also opening up. 

So why has redemption not 
spread its wings across the Atlantic 
into Europe? 

The quick answer from Cliff 
Walker, technical director of Rank 
Amusements, the UK’s biggest 
arcade owner, is that in countries 
where AWPs are permitted it’s more 
profitable to site payout machines 
than redemption. “When you are 
looking to open a new arcade,” he 
said, “you have to depend on 
regular clientele coming in day in 
day out. To open a redemption 
centre similar to those in the US 
demands substantial investment 
which in the UK can more easily be 
recouped by siting AWPs.” 

So will redemption centres only 
pay their way in countries such as 
the US, where AWPs are not 
permitted? 

“Not necessarily,” continued Mr. 
Walker, “there are a few very 
successful amusement-only sites in 
the UK but they are generally part 
of a complete leisure complex. 

“There is no reason why the UK 
could not enjoy the best of both 
worlds, with town centre arcades 
which do not admit under-18s, 
siting AWPs and _ redemption 
centres springing up as part of the 
multiplex leisure centres. Obviously 
there are many amusement only 
games in seaside arcades. 

In the UK however redemption 
often takes the shape of capsule 
prizes rather than tickets. “Rank is 
opening two redemption-style 
centres next year, at Stockport and 
on the Wirral but both are part of a 
whole leisure complex containing 
cinemas, bowling alleys and 
general family entertainment.” 
When asked if he believed people 
would travel to the complex purely 
to play the games he declared: “No, 
but while they are visiting the centre 
to bowl or to watch the cinema they 
will call in to play a few games at 
the same time.” 

So there is some hope for 
redemption outside the US 
providing the right “family” sites are 
found and the investment is 
available. 

Despite the British economic 
recession and the slowing down of 
business generally this year due to 
the Gulf War, the UK is seen by 
American advocates of redemption 
as the stepping stone to Europe 
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Redemption 


where in those countries such as 
Belgium, Germany, Holland and 
Spain where AWPs are permitted, 
the same question is asked: “Why 
bother with redemption which 
means work for the operator when 
you can stick a row of payout 
machines in an arcade and forget 
them, knowing they'll pull in a good 
cash box?” In Belgium in particular 
however, pushers with token 
payouts are popular although these 
have been cut back recently due to 
changes in legislation.

In France and Italy redemption 
games are seen as_ payout 
machines and are therefore illegal 
outside the fairs. Sources in France 
estimate there are up to 6,000 out 
on site on the fairgrounds and 
parks. 

In Holland redemption games are 
only permitted on travelling fairs 
and there are around 2,000 
operating in the country. In arcades 
games of skill may be used 
providing only time is won and not 
prizes. According to the law there 
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must not be any form of exchange 
for winnings. 

In Spain a similar story is told. 
Any machine or device giving away 
any prize in money or goods is 
considered a payout machine and 
would have to qualify as such to be 
operated. Therefore with the taxes 
applicable to an AWP machine, it is 
more profitable to install an AWP 
machine. Cranes also fall into the 
same trap in Spain as do any 
games paying out tickets or tokens 
or any other substitutes for money.

anomalies such as a Gaming Board 
rejection of a boxing amusement 


Similarly there is no room for skill 
games with prizes. 


The only exception to the 
operation of redemption alternatives 
are the “tombolas” which are 
operated in fairgrounds and which 
are run somewhat beyond the 
Gaming Board jurisdiction. They are 
tolerated, even the operation of 
cranes with gifts and tombola draws 
with tickets. 

Spain then, has a somewhat 
ridiculous situation which is neither 
black nor white, leading to strange 


machine for being violent, and the 
assertion that a pinball is a gaming 
machine if it gives a free ball! 

There are also problems in 
Scandinavia. In Finland, for 
example, where there is no specific 
law to cover redemption, tickets 
cannot be used but a man on the 
spot may hand out prizes! Harri 
Mononen, Managing Director of 
Coin Line OY, Helsinki is currently 
campaigning to supply Scandinavia 


and Europe with redemption 
games. 

The answer has to be that where 
investment is available and laws 
permit the games there’s no reason 
why the industry can’t have it all: 
payout machines in adult centres 
and family machines attached to a 
new breed of leisure and sports 
complexes across Europe. 

The potential up and down 
Europe is there to exploit whole 
new business enterprises which 
encompass the popular 1990s 
theme of bringing the whole family 
together for entertainment. The 
entrepreneurs who take the main 
chance today and investigate the 
Openings for the new “family” 
punters are the ones who deserve 
to reap the cash box harvest 
tomorrow. 

And there’s no doubt that 
encouraging children to participate 
in fun games, in a_ family 
environment, thereby keeping them 
away from cash payouts, will gain 
the industry, in each country, a 
better national press and win more 
friends among legislators.

Looking backwards 
and forwards 


IN late 1939 my father was called up to serve in the British army 
and my family moved out of London to avoid the blitz. In late 
1943, having moved several times, we finally finished up in 
Hampton Court, a small town to the south east of London. We 
moved there because my father had an amusement arcade by 
the side of the Thames and it was also deemed to be fairly safe. 

So at the ripe age of seven | started to give change in the 
arcade, my real first practical work experience. Some months 
later | also joined the scout movement as a wolf cub and one of 
the senior boys | met at that time became a long time friend. The 
scout group also had a sea scout section and between working at 
the arcade and, when that burnt down, at the adjoining pleasure 
park and playing with boats on the Thames | can say | had a very 
happy early life. 

At the age of 18 | was called for national service and after 
preliminary basic training | was posted to the War Office. Every 
soldier working there was sent on a course to learn how 
government works and, in truth not much has really changed! 

| tell this story to show how everything one learns as we grow 
up can be of enormous value in future years. The lessons, the 
relationships, the work experience and the way the scout 
movement was governed were of enormous value as | moved 
through life and especially with my work with the trade 
associations and Euromat. 

So let me talk about trade associations for a moment. What is a 
trade association and what is it for? Since the commencement of 
trade, men have formed themselves into guilds and associations 
to protect themselves as mastermen and employees. | do not 
know which European association can claim to be the oldest, but 
the Showmen’s Guild of Great Britain must be considered. It was 
formed in 1889 to protect the interests of the travelling showmen. 

Commercial companies and individuals trading on their owr 
account join associations for varied reasons. Some are happy to 
just pay their dues as an insurance premium and then sit back 
and let the association work for them and others take a much 
more active part in the organisation. When my family first became 
involved in association activities in the 1920s negotiation with 
central government was fairly low key, but in my lifetime 
discussions with government became very much more intense 
and much more important. 

What should be the involvement of an association? What the 
dichotemy between commerce and the proper activity of a 
legitimate trade organisation? 

When elected to office, or joining a committee, one has a duty 
to endeavour to leave personal commercial problems on one side 
and work for the entire industry to benefit the future prosperity of 
the business. Once a satisfactory climate has been achieved, 
then it is up to each individual enterprise to take advantage of the 
possibilities that then become apparent. 

But that is easy to say. Personalities intrude; political ambitions 
interfere. And one might be stupid to ignore short term advantage 
of a course of action that would immediately affect a company’s 
bottom line in favour of an extended course of action that might 
bring future prosperity. 

A good example of this happened in 1949. Two separate trade 
organisations gave evidence to a Royal Commission on 
Gambling Activity in Great Britain. The Amusement Trades 
Association, with only 60 members, in evidence spoke in favour 
of a limited opportunity for the operation of the traditional slot 
machine for use in the club environment. The Amusement 
Caterers Association, with 500 plus amusement arcades, came 
out strongly against such equipment. In fact one delegate was 
heard to say that such equipment would never find a home in his 
arcades! What happened is. history. Slot machines were allowed 
in the clubs and because of the way the legislation was 
formulated a derivation of such machines became the staple 
money making machine in pubs, arcades and other such 
premises in Great Britain. 

| return to my early story and move forward to 1972. Having 
married and now with two young children, | returned to playing on 
the river and we bought a boat. Not happy with staying on the 
Thames | decided to cross the North Sea and my first foreign trip 
was to Ostende. Full marks to my wife who cruises with me every 
time; it was not so easy with a six-month old baby and a four- 
year-old toddler. 


MICHAEL SHEFRAS, honorary delegate to 
Euromat has been involved in the slot machine, 
amusement, bingo and leisure industry since 
1948. He has manufactured and operated 
machines in single sites and operated bingo hall 
equipment. 

He chairs the Coin Machine Users Group, a 
co-ordinated body, consisting of every trade 
association in the UK using coin-operated 
devices and, as a past First Vice-President of 
Euromat, the industry’s European association, 
he is au fait with all matters concerning Europe. 


My first reaction was that it was so easy to enter Belgium. Very 
little formality and as soon as our lines were made fast it was 
easy to jump ashore and buy “frites”. The cruise was to take me 
from Belgium, through Holland, and up the Rhine to Germany. My 
first taste of the real European experience. On the massive 
waterways of Europe one could see flags of every nation. The 
tri-colours of France, Belgium, Holland and Germany, the Swiss 
white cross on its red background and many more. 

Coincidentally, the following year | was invited as an officer of 
the newly formed BACTA organisation to attend a meeting of 
some of the European trade associations in Brussels, actually at 
the headquarters of the commission. It was called by a German, 
Werner Schmitt, a Berlin operator, and there were 
representatives from Belgium, Holland, England with several 
other German associations. A separate organisation had been 
formed by the German manufacturers, led by its secretary Dr. 
Kummer, and included French and Italian associations. 

There followed six difficult years. It was obvious that to have 
two separate organisations competing with each other in the 
embryonic new Europe would be a disaster and we fought to 
bring both groups together, with some degree of success. 

Ideally | think it is safe to say that every country which has 
joined Euromat sees it as a co-ordinating body to bring the 
nations together. But for what purpose? For my part, it was to 
ensure that any action by Euromat would not harm the British 
industry as it stood to 1991. But the single trading community is 
now just around the corner. Euromat must listen to what its 
constituent bodies say and endeavour to prepare the climate for 
future prosperity. It will need commonsense, patience and a 
considerable amount of goodwill to produce a consensus. 

Oh, by the way, the senior scout of my youth was, of course, 
Alan Willis, who joined the Amusement Trades Association as a 
part time secretary so many years ago and is now the very well 
respected general secretary of BACTA. Both he and | are still 
continually learning together as the years pass!

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ENADA 19, the 19th Italian coin- 
operated amusement equipment 
show sponsored by the Italian trade 
association SAPAR was officially 
opened in the Fiera Roma by the 
Minister of the Interior, Mr. 
Giancarlo Ruffineo on Thursday, 
October 17 and ran until Sunday, 
October 20. 

Following the opening, the 
minister was conducted around the 
exhibition stands by the President 
of SAPAR Mr. Lorenzo Musicco and 
the secretary Dr. Maurizio Maneschi 
and he publicly addressed the 
exhibitors and visitors. 

Enada was dominated by 
displays of video game cabinets, 
not surprising in a country where 
there are an estimated 350,000 
video games on the market with 90 
major companies involved in 
manufacturing/assembling video 
games and 2,500 companies 
operating them. 

Other equipment displayed 
among the 80 exhibition stands 
embraced pinball machines, billiard 
tables, spares and components, 
Capsule vending machines and 
table soccer. 

The pinball market has been 
increasing quite steadily in Italy 
over the past 10 months and the 
interest was reflected on the stands 
of Elettronolo and Elmac Il S.r.l. 
exhibiting Gottlieb’s Class of 1812, 
Novarmatic showing Williams’ 
Terminator 2 and Technoplay 
exhibiting Data East’s Batman. 
Marino Zaccaria of Technoplay, 
previously a manufacturer of 
pinballs himself, became an official 
distributor of Data East in 
September 1990 and he confirmed 
the increasing interest in pinballs. 
“When we started Data East was 
not very well accepted in Italy and | 
only made small initial orders, but 
now, due to the superior quality of 
the machines and the game content, 
the interest has increased 
dramatically and | am ordering at 
least four to five containers each 
month. The business is going very 
well indeed.” 

Billiards is another area showing 
growth in Italy, the game appealing 
to a new generation of the public and 
there are an increasing number of 
billiard halls opening up. 

Garlando S.r.I. was exhibiting its 
Paolo Coppo billiard table, an 
extremely attractive table in Sapeli 
mahogany with a playing field size 
of 284cm x 142cm and a cushion 
width of 13cm. It is equipped with a 
four-lampshade light, a 12-cue rack, 
10 aluminium cues, one long stake, 
one short stake, an electronic 
scoreboard, a brush, pieces of 
chalk, balls and skittles. Francesco

Belletti told EuroSlot “We are 
looking very strongly at the French 
market and will be exhibiting at the 
Paris show in December. We will be 
bringing out a new type of 
electronic coin mechanism 
integrated system which will enable 
the operator to check the number of 
plays, coins inserted, etc. Also for 
the French market we are 
developing a new pool table which 
has no coin mechanism but, when 
the game is over, the table lifts to an 
angle thus restricting further play. It 
is a system which we have 
developed and will protect.” 

Roberto Sport was also showing 
a pool table, but of particular 
interest was a new soccer table, the 
Export de Luxe model which is 
covered with unbreakable tempered 
glass, has aluminium legs, 
telescopic rods with 18mm ball 
bearings, steel coil springs and 
interchangeable bushings. The 
table is noiseless, and it is 
patented. The UX distribution rights 
to the table were snapped up by 
London-based United Distributing 
Company Limited who were very 
impressed with the product. 

There is increasing interest in 
Operating juke boxes in Italy, 
especially now that CD models are 
available and there is a better 
return for operators than on video 
games with price of play L800 (US 
75c.) for one track and L2,000 
(US$2.50) for three tracks. Only a 
handful of music products were on 
display: Elmac Il was exhibiting the 
Rowe-Ami range of CD juke boxes 
and wall boxes and Automat Spiel 
was exhibiting the Wurlitzer New 
Orleans CD, New York CD and the 
nostalgic One More Time 
reproduction 1015. Leante S.n.c. 
was showing the Pioneer Laser 
Juke compact disc juke box and 
Pedretti was showing the NSM 100 
CD Galaxy and 100 CD Fire and its 
own Mastervideo range, the 
Mastervideo Wall, Classic and 
Spatial which meet the needs of 
most operators. The Spatial in 
particular is an impressive and 
elegant unit. 

Catering for the large number of 
video cabinet manufacturers were 
the monitor and power supply 
manufacturers. World leader 
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Hantarex on a large and 
impressive stand was showing its 
range of monitors from 10-inch to 
33-inch with particular emphasis 
upon its MTC 9000 and MTC 9300 
monitors and its US300 power 
Supply. Spanish company 
Intervideo, also with a large and 
impressive stand which it shared 
with associate company 
Generalgames showed its new 
range of 25-inch, 28-inch and 33- 
inch flat square screen with high 
focalization monitors, and Fenice 
displayed its conventional and flat 
square monitors and power 
supplies. 


Catering for all sectors of the 
industry were a number of stands 
dealing in spares and components. 
Star Coin, operated by American 
Bob Schemerhorn, in particular was 
perhaps the busiest stand at the 
show constantly dealing with sales 
and inquiries. The company 
distributes the range of spares from 
leading companies Wico and Suzo 
International and holds the full 
range for Williams, Data East and 
Gottlieb products, among many 
others. The company also designs 
and manufactures video cabinets 
and exhibited two of its excellent 
models the Delta III 28-inch monitor 
and the 25-inch monitor. 

A company with the unusual 
name of Works Meeting S.r.l. 
exhibited what it claims to be the 
smallest 25-inch monitor cabinet in 
the world which is the type C 
cabinet with revolving monitor, 
removable control panel and 
dimensions of 67cm x 160cm x 
78cm. Also shown was its type B 
for 25-inch or 28-inch monitors, the 
front opening Beverley Hills 25-inch, 
the CFG 25-inch with revolving 
monitor and removable control panel 
and the PS 20-inch with a slide 
drawer system. 

Guerrimo Uboldro Fabbri of 
Master Games of Rimini showed a 
very striking cabinet, The Rodeo 
which has a split two-player control 
panel which slides off, a reversible 
monitor and total frontal opening. 
Mr. Fabbri has been in the industry 
for over 30 years, formerly owning a 
company called Domino which 
imported Bally slot machines and 
was also an operator and distributor. 
He says he now has a moderate 
production of video cabinets and 
exports successfully to Germany, 
France and Belgium. 

Equally as striking was the range 
of cabinets from Rimini Games, 
particularly the Magnum Plus. Of 
elegant and compact design it 
measures 173cm x 64cm x 80cm,

has total frontal access with a 
closed, thief-proof rear panel. 
Constructed in robust painted 
poplar plywood it has a play panel 
covered in makrolon and extra large 


caster wheels for easy movement. 


It also manufactures the GP 
Magnum for upright driving games 
with the same. styling and 
characteristics. The large PC board 
space can also take double boards 
and it is pre-adapted for the 
mounting of mechanical or 
electronic token units. The monitor 
has frontal adjustable screen tuning 
for 25-inch or 28-inch monitors. 
SO.GE.M.A. exhibited three 
excellent models of cabinets: the 
Magnum 25-28-inch, the Magnum 
20-21-inch and the Magnum 
Motorcycle unit 25-28-inch. They are 
attractive, very practical cabinets 
with universal Jamma_ connectors. 
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Paolo Maggialoli, Dr. Maurizio 
Maneschi, secretary of Sapar and 
Lorenzo Musicco, President of 
Sapar, were very happy with the 
attendance and showing at Enada. 


Robert Donaldson, Chairman of 
RWD Coin Amusements, 
Enniskillen, Northern Ireland, right 
with Jim Rickard, Chairman of IATA, 
the Irish trade association and 
Carmel Geretty a visitor from 
Mullingar, Ireland. 


Mario Martelli, export sales manager 
of Hantarex, is pictured with Ole 
Imerslund of Oslo, Norway. 
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They can be fitted with either 
mechanical or electronic coin 
mechanisms (NRI), and the top 
frontal glass can be personalised 
with company names. Dual game 
board versions are also available 
with selector buttons. On both 
versions of the 25-28-inch the 
monitor can be directly mounted on 
a frame adjustable for horizontal or 
vertical operation and it is angle 
adjusted in three positions. 

Playtronic showed a 25-inch 
monitor pedestal type cabinet with 
dimensions 177cm x 65cm x 91cm 
with frontal access and reversible 
monitors. Elmac showed three 
cabinets, the M1 20-inch Clio, M25, 
25-inch monitor and a driving game 
upright cabinet Topdrive 25-inch. 

Any buyer in the market for video 
games cabinets at Enada would be 
spoilt for choice as there were so 
many, all displaying the same 
characteristics. 

The stands displaying dedicated 
video games and_ simulators 
attracted the most attention. 
Elettronolo’s stand was packed 
with visitors queuing to ride Sega’s 
R360, queues which persisted 
throughout the show. On the same 
stand Ataris new _ helicopter 
simulator Steel Talons attracted the 
same interest and of course the 
laser shooting game Mad Dog 
McCree was extremely popular, not 
surprising in the country noted for 
its spaghetti westerns and one 
wonders at the impact that will be 
made with the new programme 
Who Shot Johnny Rock which has 
a gangster theme. 

Sega's Rail Chase on the Etna 
Giochi stand also attracted a lot of 
enthusiastic interest as did Namco’s 
Star Blade on the stand of Sipem 
and Golly Ghosts. Gianfranco 
Maffiodi, President of Sipem, has 
been a Namco distributor since 
1984, as well as a manufacturer of 
cabinets and electronic equipment 
and he thinks that Star Blade will 
become the number one game in 
Italy. He has been well.pleased with 
Final Lap in the past year, selling 
600 single players, and with Steel 
Gunner. 

Cinosaka Electronica showed 
Sega’s Time Traveller hologram 
game which appeared to attract 
Surprisingly little attention; Rad 
Mobile, Steel Talons, Race Drivin’, 
Hard Drivin’ and Jaleco’s Cisco 
Heat.

Show report 


Light at the end 
of the tunnel’? 


SOMETHING of a ray of light in the 
darkness was how many Britons 
described the Associated Leisure 
Preview, an autumn coin machine 
show in London held annually. 


The description was as much in 
hope as in certainty, for the UK has 
just gone through a recession more 
severe than anywhere in Europe, 
with high street shops _ suffering, 
pubs suffering and therefore coin 
machines not being played. 


The Preview at least looked busy 
and the 50 or so exhibitors reckoned 
that contrary to normal practice, 
sales were made. It is not normal for 
widescale buying at Preview 
because there has been a tradition 
that people looked in October but 
bought at ATEI in January. With the 
big London show moving to 
February, it opened a gap for sales 
to be made at Preview. 


Attendance was up too, according 
to the show organisers, Howard and 
Wikberg Promotions, who said that 
the first day attracted 2,000 people, 
which was 25 per cent up and, by 
the close of the second and final 
day, a total of 3,000 people had 
gone through the doors. 


The consensus of opinion from 
distributors was that, despite the 
recession, cutting back on buying 
was not going to attract anyone 
through the doors, so some 
brightening up of arcades and pubs 
was necessary which released 
some funds. 


The Associated Leisure 
Preview—it is named after the 
founding company which remains 
one of the largest distributors of coin 
machines in the UK—is not a 
magnet for overseas visitors. The 
show is basically a UK domestic 
affair, although we saw a few 
familiar faces from Norway, Holland, 
France, the US, Ireland, and Spain 
in the Novotel’s exhibition hall. 


The fact that the Preview 
overlapped with the Enada show in 
Rome, which is _ infinitely more 
international in character, may have 
tended to depress international 
attendance still more. 


But some European interest was 
there and some interesting pieces of 
information came back to show that 


the export business at least was 
alive and well. Associated Leisure 
itself, for example, is busily 
manufacturing AWP machines for 
eastern European countries 
incorporating software produced by 
Malcolm Mailer of Zenitone. The 
machines are going to

making its debut. 
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Czechoslovakia, Hungary and 
Russia as well as to Italy, Germany 
and Holland. The main eastern 
European machine is Magic Bars, a 
video fruit machine with excellent 
graphics which is switchable to all 
currencies. Because it is a video 
machine there are features which 
become feasible such as moving 
bars around the reels on the screen. 

Seeben of Belgium had 
representatives in the room and they 
reported that they had successfully 
launched Rowe juke boxes in their 
country and that by September next 
year a sizeable number will be in 
operation. 


A valuable insight into the state of 
the UK market in video games came 
from Steve Bierrum of Konami UK. 
He said that despite the general 
recession in the trade and a degree 
of shrinkage in the PCB market, 
sales were generally on a similar 
plateau as a year ago, at around 400 
to 500 boards for a good game. 
Konami's best PCB in the previous 
year was Golfing Greats and the 
best dedicated game Simpsons. 


Richard Dunn from the same 
company said that between 900 and 
1,200 PCBs had gone out to 
Germany in the past 12 months 
compared with 300 to 400 in the 
previous year. In Italy 1,000-plus 
boards had been sold, making 
Germany and Italy key markets for 
the company in Europe. He noted 
that sales in France were picking up 
again. 


Eastern Europe was not yet being 
attacked by Konami direct. “Our 
product range is too narrow for the 
east at the moment. They want to 
deal with companies which can 
provide the full spectrum of 
amusement, pinball, juke boxes, 
payout machines, etc.” 


As a prelude to the principal 
buying season in the UK, 
culminating in the ATEI in February 
and the Blackpool Exhibition later 
the same month, with the new 
EuroRag appearing early in 
January, the Associated Leisure 
Preview did its job and gave grounds 
perhaps for a little optimism to lift the 
gloom. Whether the optimism 
proves to be misplaced remains to 
be seen.

DESPITE the complaints and 
internal wrangles within the EC, 
and certainly despite current 
disputes over the future 
structure of the community 
among the member states, 
many countries, beyond the EC, 
view it very positively. 

There are association 
agreements between the EC 
and quite a number of external 
European countries. Countries 
like Austria and Sweden have 
already formally announced 
their wish to join the Community 
in full. Meanwhile eastern 
Europe continues to view the 
ultimate goal of membership of 
the EC as the final evidence of 
democratic acceptability. 
Certainly the trade and 
economic opportunities 
produced by the internal market 
are seen as conducive to the 
improvement of national 
economies. 

Fearing exclusion from the 
trade benefits of the single 
market the European Free 
Trade Area (EFTA) has been 
working towards an agreement 
with the EC on the creation of 
an European Economic Area 
(EEA). The agreement was 
finally signed on October 22, 


1991, between the EC (and its 
individual member states as 
there were some political 
elements to the agreement) and 
the EFTA countries: Austria, 
Finland, Iceland, Liechtenstein, 
Norway, Sweden and 
Switzerland. 

The treaty will take effect as 
of January 1, 1993—the same

date as that for the completion 
of the internal market. It will 
cover the territory of 19 
European nations and will mean 
that goods should be able to 
move freely around a market of 
over 377 million people. 
Negotiations for the treaty 
were in progress for nearly two 
years and even then agreement 
almost eluded the two groups 
due to the problem areas of 
fisheries, alpine transit and 
finance. These three areas held

After the implementation 
date, progress and operation of 
the EEA will be checked every 
two years. But before the whole 
treaty can be implemented in 
reality, it has to be ratified by the 
European and national 
parliaments of the countries 
concerned. Nineteen decisions 
in all. 

Although many details are 
still to be worked out, the full 
treaty is expected to be signed 
by the end of the year and the 
European Parliament has 
already held a debate on the 
subject. 

At its October plenary 
session in Strasbourg, Piet 
Dankert (leading the EC Affairs 
Council for the Dutch 
presidency) pointed out to the 
members of the European 
Parliament, the effects of EFTA. 
Twenty five per cent of EC trade 
and 65 per cent of EFTA trade 
is carried out with the other 
respective EEA partner, so the 
importance of the EEA to both 
EFTA and the EC cannot be 
underestimated. Dankert 
emphasised the role of the 
Commission’s proposals in the 
last rounds of negotiations and 
the fact that because of their 
balance the Council had been 
able to accept the proposed 
compromises. 

Although some had expected 
the European Parliament to 
reject the agreement or slow the 
process of approval because 
they were excluded from the 
negotiations, in fact most 
groups spoke favourably of the 
process of agreement at the 
session. Monsieur Ceyrac from 
France spoke on behalf of the 
extreme right and was the sole 
voice claiming that the treaty 
would cause more problems 
than it would solve.

the EEA. 

The Greens party as 
represented by Melandri an 
ltalian, particularly wanted the 
EC with EEA agreement to 
improve environmental norms. 
Bonde (ARC, Denmark) picked 
out Switzerland and Austria for 
particular criticism on the 
environmental front. 

Commission President 
Jacques Delors responded to 
the debate in Parliament by 
saying that he believed that this 
was the first step down the road 
to full accession, but that it was 
a step which maintained full 
autonomy for the European 
Community in its own decision 
making while allowing for the 
EFTA countries to be well 
informed about those areas 
concerning the EEA. 

While many people believed 
that the EEA talks could be 
used as a sop to assuage the 
interests beyond the EC who 
wanted to join and to keep them 
“at bay”, Delors made it clear 
that that had never been the 
intention behind the treaty. 
Indeed he saw it as the first step 
in setting up the future broader 
Community. That has indeed 
been the way the negotiations 
seem to have worked. Far from 
discouraging full membership

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Business as usual in Yugoslavia 
In spite of civil war 


ROBIN Kingston is the general 
manager of the casino in Brcko 
(pronounced Burko), Yugoslavia 
Kingston has been in the casino 
industry 18 years, taking up his 
current position three months ago in 
this small, riverside town. 

The casino is owned by Swede, 
Bertil Knuttson, who owns several 
casino operations as well as about 
20 slot only locations in Yugoslavia. 

Located in the north of Bosnia, the 
Capital of which is Sarajevo, 200 
kilometres to the south, Brcko is just 
50 kilometres south of Croatia where 
much of the fighting has taken place 
around Vinkovski and Vukovar. 
“Fortunately the fighting has not 
extended as far as us,” said 
Kingston, “although the next bridge 
to the north west was recently blown 
up, apparently by Croatians who 
claim that it was in fact struck by 
lightning! The closest bridge to us is 
just one kilometre away and is 
supposed to be mined by the 
Croatians. On our side we have just 
two policemen, on the other side is 
the Croatian militia. 

“The only real effect that it has 
had on us is that one of my dealers 
was stopped on his bike ride home 
when he crossed the bridge into 
Croatia because of curfew 
restrictions. But now he has a pass 


so everything is O.K. Two of my 
other dealers were recently called 
up by the Yugoslav army but they 
didn’t want to go so they moved 
house in order that they couldn’t be 
found. Bosnians will not fight for the 
Yugoslav army, according to the 
President of Bosnia, who claims that 
it is not legal for the Yugoslav 
government to conscript Bosnians. 
Meanwhile the police are considered 
reservists and now carry 
Kalashnikovs as well as their more 
traditional pistols.” 

Through all this business 
continues as usual and September 
was the best month that the casino 
has had so far. For a four table, eight 
slots operation, the gaming floor is 
doing quite well in spite of the 
inevitable downturn in business due, 
in the most part, to the travelling 
restrictions which make life difficult 
for the traders and import/export 
businesses to get to and from 
Sarajevo. If they can’t get the goods 
in, then the 50,000 population can’t 
buy them. As always though there is 
money around, even in the most 
trying of times, so the tables and 
slots stay busy. 

Knuttson is undoubtedly pleased 
with his general manager and is 
obviously maintaining faith with his 
people and his business. He has two

more casinos in Sarajevo. The 
Hanan, located in the old Turkish 
bath house has three auto roulettes, 
four blackjacks and 30 slots and the 
Casino Europa, located in the hotel 
of that same name, has the same 
but with 35 slots. 


Knuttson also has the franchise 
for SIGMA slot machines in 
Yugoslavia, so those machines are 
firmly established in his casino and 
slot operations. 


All in all, it would appear that it 
takes more than a war to stop the 
reels spinning, the wheels turning 
and the cards moving. 


Comment 


GAMBLING is the 12th largest industry in Europe with an 
annual £32.2 billion turnover according to figures issued 
by the European Community. 


As such it has attracted the attention of Brussels 
legislators who are now seeking to standardise all forms 
of gambling, from lotteries to bingo, casinos to horse 
racing. 


This is going to be a long process so no changes are 
likely for at least two years, however it may be appropriate 
for those gaming industries that are affected to start to 
address their stand in the many issues that are likely to 
arise. 


The main thrust will be aimed at that which generates 
the most money—lotteries and horse racing. Lotteries in 
Europe account for £11.9 billion but national regulations 
on lotteries and horse racing vary throughout Europe. 


All in all it is going to take a lot of sorting out. But casino 
Owners must make their views known to the EC as soon 
as possible in order to protect their interests. 


The Commission will be taking hearings from all sides 
of the gaming industry this December before even 


deciding on how they will proceed which presents a 
unique opportunity for both governments and casino 
owners to put forward a case for not only maintaining 
standards but improving them as well as standardising the 
industry. 

Countries that have their own casino associations are 
already preparing reports and recommendations to the 
EC. Casino owners all over Europe would be well advised 
to provide as much information as possible to the 
legislators. Each casino may have its own special needs 
and as such it is important that the EC understands this. 

With Germany, the United Kingdom and France 
accounting for around 87 per cent of the total market, the 
main thrust should come from those countries for whom 
some changes may be welcome. 

Holland operates eight casinos, operating as part of a 
state monopoly and as such would be expected to have 
the expertise to lobby the EC effectively on any issues 
they find contentious, although their only fear is that they 
are likely to come under scrutiny for operating a monopoly 
in which case Holland may have to open its doors to 
private investors. 

The concensus of opinion from the industry experts is |

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Cunard sails back to Europe 


THE popularity of the Cunard 
Countess cruises in the Caribbean 
with Europeans, especially Brits., 
has encouraged Cunard to base the 
recently refurbished Cunard 
Princess in Europe, offering its 
cheapest Mediterranean fares for 
two years. 

The casino operation on board, 
previously operated by London 
Clubs, has now been taken over by 
Atlantic Associates, based in Miami. 
The full Mediterranean programme 
is scheduled to start in April of next 
year but cruises out of Malaga will 
be starting in November. 

The ship had been on charter to 
the US Government for some nine

months as a rest and recretational 
base for the US troops involved in 
the Gulf War. 

Cunard has been able to offer 
cheaper fares as a result of the 


reported $45 million, they received 
from the US, $5 million of which is 
being used for the refurbishment 
and upgrading of the Countess. 


The fares start at £490 for a 
fly-cruise vacation which 
considering how low that fare is, 
should fill the ship. This will be good 
news for the casino. 


25,000 Britons spent their 
holidays on the Cunard Countess in 
the Caribbean last season and it is 
the British that are expected to take 
the most advantage of these fares 
according to Cunard. The cruises 
will also be marketed in the US and 
the rest of Europe. 


ON October 24, the Executive Council of Queensland, 
Australia adopted a recommendation from its Machine 
Gaming Commission to purchase 5,000 poker machines 
in the first tender. 

The Queensland Treasurer, Mr. De Lacy, advised that 
the machines would be purchased from five different 
companies as recommended by the Commission. 

The biggest part of the order was given to Aristocrat 
who tendered under Ainsworth Nominees which will 
supply 2,000 machines, with the remainder being divided 
between IGT (Australia) (1,500), Olympic Amusements 
(1,200), Sigma (200) and Universal Australia (100). 

Mr. De Lacy said that the total purchase cost 
A$33,605,747 would be funded by a commercial facility 
through the government’s central borrowing arm, 
Queensland Treasury Corporation. 

The cost would be recouped by including a component 
in the monthly rental to licensed clubs and hotels to cover 
interest and redemption charges. 

Mr. De Lacy said the government had called for tenders 
in August from six companies which had been the subject 
of “an intense investigation into their financial stability and 
probity” by the Machine Gaming Division and the 


that may have an adverse effect on the smooth running of 
their operations, equally applicable legislation would be 
welcome. 

In the UK in particular, nothing would please operators 
more than coming into line with the rest of Europe, 
particularly in regard to the “48 hour” rule which precludes 
potential players from entering a casino within 48 hours of 
applying for membership. 

The lifting of that law could increase business by as 
much as 100 per cent in the main tourist areas in the UK, 
especially London, which generates over 60 per cent of 
the revenue from all casinos in the UK. The British 
government could hardly complain as an EC member, nor 
would it decline the added revenue to the Exchequer as a 
result of increased profits. 

One of the UK laws which the Brussels legislators 
should take note of, concerns the justification or need for a 
casino in any one place. That “need” is based on 
population primarily and may be objected to by anyone 
who cares to do so. Such a law would stop casinos 
opening up in a disorganised manner. 

Another law in the UK which, in the opinion of many is 
the most important of all, restricts ownership only to those 
persons who are considered “fit and proper”. One aspect

Queensland Police. 

“The investigations included close consultation with the 
Australian Federal Police, and other interstate and 
international agencies. 

“Reports on these investigations, including those 
companies that had been adversely mentioned by the 
Criminal Justice Commission, indicated that none of these 
companies should be excluded from the invitation to 
tender,” said Mr. De Lacy. 

Each of the companies had also been found to be 
financially sound and to have an acceptable business 
reputation. 

“All this information—plus, of course, the relevant 
tender prices—was considered by the independent 
Machine Gaming Commission which subsequently made 
a recommendation,” continued Mr. De Lacy. 

Next year an even bigger order is in the pipeline for 
Victoria. The order is estimated at 10,000 machines in 
pubs, clubs, hotels, and two new casinos which are 
scheduled to open.

of that law is that if you can’t account from where you have 
obtained the money to start up a casino venture, then you 
need not apply. This effectively stops organised crime 
entering the area no matter how cleverly they may set up 
front companies. Such laws have worked particularly well 
in New Jersey where the Casino Control Commission and 
the Division of Gaming Enforcement have totally removed 
that element from casino owners and operators to which 
so much stigma was attached. Licensing individuals is 
equally critical, which process has eliminated many 
potential problems. 


If Bangemann does indeed take note of the many 
communications he is bound to receive from casino 
operators and goverment bodies and then incorporates 
that which is generally most beneficial to the casino 
industry, he will have achieved something that individual 
jurisdictions have been unable to do, stabilise, 
standardise and legitimise the casino industry in the 
member states of the Common Market. with the 
SUPPORT of the industry, that should be a realistic aim.

DR. ERWIN HAITZMANN, Chief Executive of leading casino group 
Casinos Austria International (CAI) spoke at length to the 
international coin machine industry earlier in the year at a seminar 
held in London. Below is an extract from his speech which reviews 


the current situation in eastern Europe. 


The pitfalls 
of the east 


6 6 EVEN now after a couple of years experience in the 

east, it is very difficult to predict the future potential. 
Any company which is preparing to go out east should be 
aware of this fact. 

Last year many companies considered the opening of 
the east. It all began when East Germans started crossing 
the border into Austria after holidays in Hungary, instead 
of going home; this happened illegally at first and legally, 
later on. At that time everybody saw big opportunities 


about to open up; this applied to a variety of businesses, . 


not just casinos. 

Today, however, | think a lot of the enthusiasm has 
gone and the political reality has become more visible. 
The companies which have gone in over the past one or 
two years are not all happy. Hungary is preparing a new 
gaming law which would involve the gross gaming 
revenue tax being set at 40 per cent on live games and 
slot machines. Everyone wanting a casino would pay an 
initial sum of $1m, being a one time fee, non-returnable. 
So far so good, one might say, as when you look at the 
market, each company could make an estimation of its 
worth. 3 


The difficulty is that we don’t know how many licences | 


will be issued and in Hungary we are really only talking 
about Budapest. If we don’t know whether there will be 
five or 10 casinos, or whatever, then it’s very hard to 
predict whether the new casino you are going to pay a 
million dollars for might ever get this money back. 

We have seen a situation whereby four casinos were 
open but the gaming law provided for fewer licences. So, 
as of today, not even to my best friend, could | 
recommend taking a casino in Hungary. 

Turning from Hungary to Czechoslovakia the situation 
here is quite different. In Czechoslovakia we opened the 
first casino in a small resort. It was not a main business 
opportunity but, as we had the chance to open the first 
casino, we went in there. In Czechoslovakia there is what | 
would call an inflation of concessions attitude as no-one 
seems to want to restrict the number of casino licences. | 
believe most people within the casino industry would 
agree with restricting the number of licences in such small 
markets as the eastern countries presently are. It is hard 
to argue because if we, aS a Casino company, go to the 
Czech Minister of Finance, for example to try to explain 
this situation, we could be seen to be biased. After the 
many years of restrictions under communist regimes, 
there is only one word which nobody likes to 
hear—monopoly. Competition is the word and you just 
can't argue with it. } 

So, in Czechoslovakia there is really an inflation of 
casinos and the strategy we have taken is that wherever 
there is a casino licence issued, we try to get it. We plan to 


have between 27-30 casinos in Czechoslovakia by the 
end of 1991. They will all be very small units and, 
needless to say, of the 30, probably 15 will lose money 
and the other 15 might break even. It is not a country 
where money can be made in casinos. When | talk about 
casinos in Czechoslovakia | mainly mean live games, 
because slot machines have so far not caught on. Maybe 
a learning process is necessary. 

Turning to Poland we again see a different picture. 
Among the places we operate casinos in Poland are 
Warsaw, Posnan and Krakow. Our first licence was under 
a joint venture scheme with Lot holding 51 per cent and 
CAI, 49 per cent. The contract was drawn up five years 
ago for the first casino in the Marriott Hotel, Warsaw, and 
we anticipated we would have between 150/200 guests 
who would probably lose anything between $30/$50 per 
evening per visitor. We thought the capacity of the casino 
was too large. Due to the political changes, locals have 
been allowed in and today the casino is obviously much 
too small. 

In the USSR we are engaged in Leningrad with a slot 
machine casino which is operating in roubles, and a full 
casino in Riga in Latvia where we play both live games 
and slot machines in dollars. It's a very complicated 
situation there as well. There was talk that there would be 
a tax of 70 per cent at one stage. Finally we did not have 
to pay for the year 1990 so we are curious to see what the 
tax authorities come up witn. Also, with regard to Riga, | 
cannot yet say how successful we will be in transferring 
money. On paper we have all the guarantees but it’s 
always one thing to have it on paper and another in reality. 
Even if it is on paper it might mean that there is a delay of 
One, two or even three years before we receive it, so that 
is also something to be prepared for. 

In Riga, staffing was always a bit of a problem as living 
conditions are not easy. Getting food supplies is not easy 
and sometimes there is no water, so the expatriates are 
not keen to go out there. Nevertheless on the positive 
side, it was pleasant to discover that after our opening run 
we found that we had a hard time finding ex-pats who 
were willing to leave. While the living standards are low, 
improvisation is high. We therefore found eventually that 
staffing was not a problem. 

We became involved in Yugoslavia (before the recent 
troubles!) where we operate several casinos. Again 
almost none make money. There are about 30 casinos in 
the country. The authorities handed out licences without 
any restriction but as the casinos were small and 
currency difficulties were experienced no major 
companies moved into Yugoslavia until a year or so ago. 
It seems likely that at some stage the government * % 
will regulate the number of casinos here.

WITH UK visitors figures to Las Vegas, Nevada rising 20 per cent in the past 
five years, the Las Vegas Convention and Visitors Authority has opened an 


Office in London which will be spearheading a marketing campaign with a $1 


million a year budget. Who knows, we may have a few junkets heading for the 
Mecca of gambling before long ... The closing date for submissions for a 
Brisbane Casino was September 30. Conrad Hilton, Harrah’s C.A.I. and 
Sheraton were all still in the running at the time of going to press. Most of those 
companies are bidding for various casino operators’ licences in Australia and it 
is thought that all of them will eventually own at least one property ... Other 
players looking to get into the Australian market include a consortium headed 
up by Andrew Love, Managing Director of Maxim’s in London, John Harris, 
one time G.M. at La Mamounia in Marakech and Al Glasgow of Atlantic City 
who are apparently looking to put a bid in for a casino in Western Australia ... 
Noel Souter, one time owner of the Pair of Shoes in London and then owner of 
the hugely successful Caspian Casino in Ramsar, Iran is apparently back. All 
Cl can glean at the moment is that he is opening or has already opened 
‘somewhere in the Far East’. If we hear any more we'll let you know ... Larry 
Cohen, who was with Cherry Casinos in Warsaw and then briefly at the 
Klassis Casino in Istanbul where he ran the dice game, is now on his way to 
opening a new casino in Cyprus. It has taken some months and a lot of hard 
work to put this one together and C.I. wishes him ‘bon chance’ ... Hamblin’s 
first casino venture in Turkey (Turkiye), in Antalya’s Dedeman Hotel, has 
come to and end. As of November 1st Dedeman decided to run the operation 
without its European partner and have installed consultant John Cole to look 
after their interests. Cole is noted for his understanding of the Eastern 
Mediterranean and the Middle East as well as an acute knowledge of the 
business. Meanwhile Hamblin has moved on to other opportunities in Turkey 
with two new properties ... Conrad Hilton (Jupiter's) have appointed David 
Longhurst to oversee their casino as operations manager in the new Conrad 
Hilton, scheduled to open in Istanbul next March. Longhurst is eminently 
qualified for the position and is well respected throug,1out the gaming industry. | 
Except the new casino to do well ... Still in Turkey, Eurocasinos look to have © 
obtained the casino at the Ankara Sheraton at time of going to press. Also in 
the running were T.G.I. and a consortium headed up by Ertan Ertakan. — 
However Eurcasinos, operating what is undoubtedly one of the finest 
operations in .Turkey at Istanbul’s Sheraton Hotel is well on the way to 
establishing itself as a major force under the leadership of Mel Williamson who 
we have mentioned before. The company is looking further afield already and 
expect some surprises within the next six months to a year... Jet 
Management, has lost its contract to run casinos on board Sealink/Stenna 
Lines ferries who are now running the casinos with the Voyager Casino in 
Antalya, Turkey ... Meanwhile Brent Walker ... oh never mind! Finally, we 
understand that Dr. Leo Wallner (below) the President of Casino Austria, made 
a visit to Casinos Austria of Egypt, in Cairo recently visiting the Semiramis 
Intercontinental Hotel where he has an operation. 


ECG to work 
on objectives 


THE European Casino Group (ECG) is planning another meeting in Madrid to 
discuss issues which will lead directly to a paper which the organisation will put 
to the European Commission. 


Among the subjects to be discussed in Madrid are: Are European casinos 
competitive in a world context?; Expansion of the sector versus public 
interest—how much liberalisation can the sector take?; Can casinos be a 
catalyst for tourism investment?; Proposal for a pan-European licensing body 
for casino personnel and operators; Ownership, licence or concession?; 
Proposal for a pan-European gaming authority; Homogenization of equipment 
to reduce restrictions on games and machines offered for play; Market size, 
why the market has not been allowed to develop to its natural Capacity; 
Advertising, standardisation of code of practice; Illegal casinos, proposals to 
reduce this element; Can state monopolies exist in Europe’s single market? 


The conclusions drawn after discussion will be contained in a document of 
agreed objectives of the ECG which will be presented to the Commission prior 
to the consultative meetings in December.
